tho coming week John W. Collins, a 
negro, will bo put to death In the 
electric chair nt Sins Sing prison for 
tho killing of Policeman MIfliael J. 
Lynch In this city on July 1 last. Tho 
policeman was killed Just as he was 
entering the negro's looms In Thirty- 
Seventh street to le.iin the cause of 
two revolver shots which the nogro 
had fired out of a window. 


• Collins had been drinking heavily, 
and on the night of tho murder enter- 
ed tho house and llred two shots at 
tho janitor. Later ho left the house 
and returned with a bottle of gin. 
After drinking the gin ho llred two 
shots in the air, and told a woman who 
was with him to lock the uoor. In- 
stead hho ran into the street, shouting 
for help. 
Policeman Lynch appeared 


and Collins shot him In the head. Tho 
nogro made his Cbcape a-.'ross tho 
roofs of the houses, but vsai> captured 
within an hour.
